THIRD GERMAN BLOW OR 
ALLIED OFFENSIVE NOW. 
DUE, DECLARES SIMONDS 


Main Effort of Enemy in Month of Attacks Has'|| 
Failed—British Must Retake Messines 
or Quit Ypres, Says Critic.

The skilful withdrawal of the British from the forward positions east of 
Ypres removes the larger fraction of the chances of an isolation of the Britisu 
and Belgian armies in Belgium from the main mass of allied armies in 
France and of consequent disaster. Until the British have retaken the Mes- 
sines—‘‘ White Sheet’’—ridge, or retired out of Ypres altogether, the danger 
will remain, but not in any acute form. 


In estimating the meaning of the 
retirement,.; three considerations 
must be examined. First: The rea- 
son for it; second, the value of the 
ground evacuated, and, third; ‘the 
conditions of the new front on which 
the British have elected to%tand, at 
least temporarily. 

The reasons for the retirement are 
simple. When the Germans on Mon- 
day took the Messines-Wyteschaete 
Ridge, which they had been assail- 
ing for several days, they looked 
north and downhill upon the single 
railway line and the main highway, 
which feed the Ypres salient and 
they were only three miles away 
from these. If they could advance 
three miles, before the British troops 
east of Ypres could get back and be- 
yond the danger point, they would 
envelope and capture many thou- 
sands of British troops and: a vast 
booty of guns and material. 


ment out of Ypres seems inevitable, 
since the German guns and the Ger- 
man observers on this ridge command 
not only the roads open to the de- 
fenders of Ypres for munitions, but 
also the rear of their lines of defense 
east and north of Ypres.

He had then to advance down the 
northern and eastern slopes of these 
hills upon Roulers. 

The first was taken, the seeond 
was blocked and at the end of the 
campaign of 1917, the British oc- 
cupied all the high ground, but they 
were still far from Roulers. They 
were in the position of the Germans 


‘before Verdun in 1916, after the 


Crown Prince had taken Vaux and 
Douamont and been checked just 
west of these forts. The Germans 
were presently driven off the Doua- 
mont plateau by French counter-of- 
fensives, and lost what they had 
gained, but their main line was not 
thus endangered and their defensive 
rositions from which they had at- 
tacked Verdun remained intact. 

The same thing has happened east 
and north of Ypres. The British have 
abandoned ground gained in the first 
phase of an offensive which did not 
aftain its larger objects. The only 
difference is that their abandonment 
has been due to an attack south of 
Ypres and not, as in the case of Ver- 
dun, by a direct and disastrous enemy 
offensive. 

Valuabic for Offensive. 

The ground abandoned by the Brit- 
ish, then, was valuable for an offen- 
sive, not a defensive operation. Now 
that we are on the defensive and the 
decision of the war is to be had in 
another field, the British lose nothing 
of vital importance by giving up the

tories, great beyond all debate—pbut 
victories resembling Malpaquet and 
not Sedzn. 

And we have now reached the 
point at which we must expect a 
third German blow, or an allied 
counter-offensive to forestall this 
blow and deprive the Germans of the 
initiative.

Artillerymen Real Battle Enthusi- 
asts. 

There is enthusiasm about com- 
bat among artillerymen, possibly for 
the reason that there is excitement 
in their work. The noise of the guns, 
the clouds of smoke and the knowl- 
edge that every shell they send howl- 
ing toward the enemy carries cer- 
tain destruction if it lands at the 
right spot, act as a stimulant. They 
are the essence of action in warfare, 
and so engrossing is their occupation 
and so remote are they from. the 
probability of physical contact with 
the enemy that they forget all about 
the enemy artillery which may drop 
a shell on them at any moment and 
literally blow all or some of their 
company off the face of the earth. 

The flying man is naturally daring 
and more or less heedless of dan- 
ger; 
the air service. He never flinches 
when called upon for duty, no mat- 
ter how hazardous it may be, but it is 
seldom that he complains of unto- 
ward natural conditions which pre- 
vent him from taking a flight that 
has been planned. There are no 
braver men in France than the En- 
‘glish youths who fly over the Rhine 
town at night and drop bombs, but 
when along in the afternoon one 
of their commanding officers makes 
a flight to test the air and returns

“Everybody is up on his toes and 


there is a lot of whistling, and sing-. 


ing and skylarking. Discipline is 
somewhat relaxed. Remember, we 
are perhaps a hundred miles behind 
the front. The realities of conflict 
are still far away. We watch our 
transport and combat trains depart 
and we settle down to await with ac- 
tual impatience the order to move ta 
the town where our long special 
trains are waiting to take us to ac- 
tion. At last the word comes, and we 
march out of the villages that have ; 
been our homes for weeks or months, 
and the women and children and old 
men gather along the roads and 
cheer, and we shout ‘Au revoirs,’ and 
they shoot ‘bon voyage,’ and it is not 
until we are well along on the way 
to the point of embarkation that we 
begin to feel a touch of homesick - 

ness for the simple little settlements 
and the simple, if somewhat puzzled 
and puzzling people, we have left be- 
hind. Strangely enough, we don't 
think ‘about the old homes back in 
the U. S. A. Our minds dwell on our 
most recent environment. But weare 
scheduled to do a let of thinking 
about the old homes in the U. 8S.

“They don't give us touring sleep- 
ing cars or first-class carriages for 
travel to the front.

‘Quite naturally the soldier is in 
his element when his surroundings 
are uncomfortable. Every man in 
the command begins to grouch. We 
are so busy kicking about our hard- 
ships and tribulations that we forget 
all about our destination, and itis 
not until we are told to climb out at 
the end of our ride that we begin to 
tell each other again that we are 
going to the front. 

An Honor to Be chet. 

“We don’t know where we are— 
that is, the privates don’t know, and 
not all the officers know. Unless we 
detrain in a big town, we don’t know 
what part of France we are in except 
in a general way. All the little 
towns look alike to us. We march 
out over the country to a village 
which is being vacated by the men 
we are to relieve, Sometimes we hea- 
the big guns as we approach our sta- 
tion, and sometimes we don’t. None 
of us knows whether he belongs to 
the battalion which has been.  se- 
lected as the first to go into the 
trenches. .This is an uncertainty 
that keeps our minds busy until thc 
{first battalion to proceed to the front 
is selected. All the members of that 
battalion immediately express their 
satisfaction, and all the members of 
the other battalions immediately b>- 
gin to cuss their luck because they 
have to wait, but take it from me, 
and this is the bow dewn on the situ- 


‘ment, 


ation, the fellows in the battalion 
picked to make the break are not so 
gosh darned pleased as they see, 
and the fellows who are picked tuo 
remain behind and take their turn 
later are not so gosh darned disap- 
pointed as they seem, either. 

“Well, belonging to the battalion 
and the company selected by the 
command to take the front line, we 
feel a sort of.gratification, because 
it is really an honor to be so chosen. 
And in back of all our minds is this 
one thought—that it is better to be | 
the first to go in and have it over 
with than to wait behind and see the 
first come out. It doesn’t take long 
for this thought to dominate every 
other thought, and it isn’t very long 
before we have enough interest and 
variety all around us to drive any- 
thing but fleeting thought out of our 
minds. 

“Gas masks are inspected, steel 
helmets are checked up, equipment 
is gone over and weapons are exam- 
ined with minute care. We are told

All this talk doesn’t 
impress us very much at the time. 
First Glimpse of Trenches. 
“We are a silent bunch as we slip 
out of the camp and follow men 
who know their, way to the trenches. 
The atmosphere and the surround- 
ings are strange to us. Most likely, 
if we are going into an active sector, 
there is artillery action on both 
sides. We look with all the interest 
of a hick at his first circus at the 
flashes of light away Off to our front, 
where the Germans are shooting at 
our positions, and we listen with 
keen attention to the sharp, business-

heard machine guns and heard the

an entirely new sound. In practice 
firing, the machine gun, after it has 
ceased to become a novelty, takes its 
place simply as a part of our equip- 
ranking, say, with a wagon 
or a spade _or a mulé or a blanket. 
It is not until a soldier hears a ma- 
chine gun combing the atmosphere 
in search of a human target that he 
reaches knowledge of what an im- 
pressively personal thing it is. 

“In most cases the novelty of the 
situation keeps the soldier’s mind off 
the realities. It is not until he crawls 
into his bunk to take his first sleep 
at the front that he begins to think 
about the Germans out there, about 
a block or so away, and he is a blase 
bird if he falls asleep right away. 
The keener a man’s imagination, the 
harder it is for him to woo slumber 
on his first rest at the front. He 
shuts his eyes and breathes heavily 
with the idea of making the other 
fellows think he is asleep, and most 
of the other fellows are doing the 
same thing. His mind works with 
the rapidity of a five-franc note dis- 
appearing from a soldier’s bankroll 
on payday. He finds himself sur- 
prised at the variety of subjects that 
shoot into his attention only to he 
forced out by something else. Un- 
consciously he recalls the stories he 
has read and heard talked about of 
raids on the trenches, of high explo- 
sives falling on dugouts and burying 
everybody within, of Germans enter- 
ing the trenches and tossing bombs 


‘and grenades and gas containers into 


the dugouts. If the sector is active, 
he fells an occasional jar denoting 
the explosion of a shell somewhere 
in his vicinity. Now and.thén he 
hears the crack of a rifle from a fir- 
ing post almost directly above him. 
Or he hears that sharp, compelling 
series of machine gun reports, and 
he gets to counting them.

“He hated the life belt that he had 
to sleep in coming over on the trans- 
port. He begins to wish that the 
ship had gone down when he gets his 
first gas alarm and is repeatedly told 
that he mustn’t remove the mask 
until he hears the signal annduncing 
that.the danger is over. But such is 
the perversity of the soldier mind 
that the soldier, knowing full well 
the deadly effects of German gas, wi!! 
often take a chance thatthe alert is 
a false alarm rather than subject 
himself to the discomforts of his 
mask. It is a fact that many men 
never realize how valuable the mask 
is as a life preserver until they are 
gassed. If they recover you can bet

your life that they stick to the old 
mask thereafter. 

“In case it is just an ordinary ses- 
sion in the dugout, the soldier finds 
his first sleep period the real experi- 
ence which transforms him from a 
greenhorn into a seasoned warrior. 
He soon becomes accustomed to the 
sound of guns, to the explosions of 
shells, to all the mysterious rust- 
lings and shufflings and creakings 
and groanings of the trenches and 
the dugouts. In a couple of days hs 
can lie right down in the firing post 
and go to sleep, with his companion 
at the -peephole, standing, rifle in 
hand, a-straddle of his chest; and 
if his soldier companion happens to 
step on him, he gives a grunt and 
goes to sleep again. 

“It is not until the soldier actually 
gets into the trenches that he finds 
why he was so persistently and ve- 
hemently ragged back in camp about 
the necessity for keeping under cov- 
er. Life in the trenches is like life in 
a powder mill where the rule prohib- 
iting the carrying of matches is dis- 
obeyed. It takes some time for a 
green soldier to realize that trenches 
were built solely for protection and 
that he is never safe unelss he keeps 
his head below the parapet—and 
even then he is in danger from shells 
or bombs dropping in on him. After 
he learns his lesson he lies pretty 
low. 

“There is no more curious animal 
than the young American. When 
he first goes into the trenches he 
wants to see everything there is t> 
be seen. 

“Nine times out of ten when a sol- 


\dier on his fingt tour of duty takes 


his first peek at the enemy lines 
through a periscope he will/voice his 
disgust at the narrowness of the 
view afforded and climb up and look 


‘over the top of the trench—if theru 


is no officer around. It is not until 
he hears a bullet imbed itself in a 
sandbag a few inches from his nose 
or clip a chunk of dirt off the parapet 
beside him and go whistling to the 
rear that, he admits to himself that 
Fritz is a pretty watchful guy and 
is always on the alert for a sign of 
movement across the way. It is very 
seldom that a German soldier is seen 
exposing himself to view in the fron* 
line or communicating trenches. The 
German officers, we are told, hav 
a way of dealing with soldiers who 
give the snipers or riflemen or ma- 
chine gun men-on the other side an 
opportunity to take a crack at them

the soldier goes back from his first 
tour of duty at the outpost of the 
line a mutch older and soberer man 
than he was when he went in. I 
don’t care how brave a man is, he 
unconsciously soaks in the atmos- 
phere of ever present danger. If the 
sector is active and shells keep 
scooping out great holes in the earth 
around him night and day,.as has 
been the case in several sectors of 
our lines, his nerves get on edge and 
his face becomes drawn and hag- 
card. He is not only mentally older 
tut physically older when, fortunate- 
ly unscathed, he hears the welcome 
order to move to the rear and to 
rest. 

“Going:out on patrol, crawling on 
his belly over No Man’s Land to re- 
pair wires or take a look at the en- 
emy’s territory or engage i fight 
with a German patrol which is sup- 
posed to be doing some crawling of 
its own is probably the most tense 
and heart-quickening experience the 
green soldier goes through. He even 


becomes accustomed to that after he 


has sneaked over the top a few 
times, but he never does reach a 
stage at which he can 
sort of a sob in his Sees and a 
feeling of sinking just aft of the 
buckle of his belt when, flat on the 
ground, half way across.

Land, he suddenly finds himself ex- 
posed to the calcium lightlike effect 
of a flare sent up from our lines and 
floating serenely through the air.

the Germans like a Mississippi River 
night boat. The sigh of relief he 
emits when the light of the flaro dies 
down and all is black again comcs 
pretty close to blowing a hole in the 
ground right under his chin. ‘ 

‘The second tour in the front ‘ine 
is a matter of routine, but the strain 
-is repeated especially if the sector is 
active, and that strain, repeated 
again and again, counts heavily. We 
can see it in the French who are 
working with us in some of our po- 
‘sitions and have been in the war 
for two or three years—I am talk- 
ing about young Frenchmen of about 
the age of our soldiers. They look 
like middle-aged men. . The contrast 
between their lined faces, their tired 
eyes and their unconscious droop of 
the shqudlers when they are out of 
military alignment, and the fresh, 
smooth visages and smiling eyes and 
erect, springly bodies of our boys 
just going in tells the story of what 
war does to men who are in the thick 
of it. Trench warfare may shorten 
a man’s life, may tend to chop some 
years or months off the end of his 
earthly career, but in the matter of 
actual ‘time, things are evened up. 
He lives in the trenches all the years 
that are destined to be clipped from 
his alloted span in the future. 

“When does the _ soldier in the 
trenches think about home and 
mother, wife or sweetheart or chil- 
dren—or of father back there, do- 
ing his bit, perhaps; too? Such 
thoughts generally come to the sol- 
dier in the silent watches of the 
night, when he is stationed at a fir- 
ing post on the trench line, or at a 
listening post out in No Man’s land. 
At such times he is practically alone. 
No unnecessary noise is permitted. 
Conversation is in whispers. Say it 
is midnight. The bombardments 
have died away. Only the occasionat | 
spat of a rifle or ripple of machine| 
gun fire indicates the fact that there 
are watchful men awake on both 
sides. 


“There is something about star- 
light or q moonlight which breeds 
senti hent. and sentiment is what 
turns the thoughts of the soldier 
back to the loved ones at home. Out 
there in the stillness and solitude he 
can think and keep a lookout at the 
same time. Often his gaze searches 
the heavens for familiar stars, and 
he thinks those stars are hovering 
»ver his home—or if the moon is 
out he thinks that probably some of 
his folks are looking at that same 
moon and wondering what kind of a 
scene it is illuminating for the boy 
at the front. 

“At the firing post or the listening 
post in the dead silence of the night 
the soldier dreams of what he is go- 
ing to do when he gets back there. 
He pictures himself marching 
through the streets of his home—he 
can almost feel the strain of the 
arms of loved ones about him, the 
touch of their lips to his own, thé 
warmth and moisture of their tears 
—and his tears—on his face. Maybe 
there’s a girl. It is in the stillness of 
the night at the listening post or the 
firing post that the soldier begins to 
worry about the girl. What is she 
doing tonigfit? He hasn't had:a let- 
ter from her in a month. Maybe she 
has thrown him down and is going 
to marry some white-livered slacker 
who stayed at home'and let men with 
guts go out and do his fighting for 
him. Oh, very well! Even if she 
does forget him while he is risking 
his life, she will be sorry when he 
gets home in his service-stained unij- 
form with the leat of a Major, or 
the eagle of a Colone! or the star of 
a General on his shoulder straps, you 
bet! And these French dames ain’t 
so bad—but he hasn’t seen any that 
can come up to the girl. After all, 
probably she is all right and true, 
and maybe just at this minute she is 
in her little white bed with his pic- 
turé in his soldier clothes clasped 
to her heart, dreaming of him. Yes, 
that’s right; that’s what she is do- 
ing. Thesé dammed army mails are 
always behind time. Why, the last 
time he heard from her he got four 
letters in a bunch. And at the end 
of each letter was a long string of 
crosses, each cross representing a 
kiss, and the crosses were blotted, to 
show that she had actually kissed 
them. 

“The soldier feels a soft handclap 
on the calf of hisleg. He looks down 
and in the recesses of the trench he 
makes out a shadowy figure. ‘Seen 
anything?’ comes a whispered ques- 
tion from below. ‘No, sir; all quiet 
here, sir,’ he whispers in reply, and 
he turns quickly and long and 
steadily over No Man's nd to as- 
sure himself that things out there 
are just as they were when he with- 
drew his gaze a couple of seconds 
back. There has been no change, 
and soon his mind is wandering back 
again, back over the thousands of 
miles that separate him from all that 
he holds dear, next to his country. 

“Another time, when the soldier 
invariably thinks of home, is when he 
gets back to the rest camp from the 
trenches and starts to picking the 
cooties off himself. On such occa- 
sions the soldier thinks longingly of 
the white or tin bathtub in which 
he used to scour himself at least 
every Saturday night, 

“Soldiers are not permitted to talk 
about how men are~ killed and 
wounded, but I can say this: After a 
green soldier has seen a few casual- 
ties in his immediate vicinity he 
grows to regard them as part of the 
game. He feels sorry for the poor 
devil who got his, but sorrow is not 
so keen as self-congratulation over 
the fact that, after all, it was the 
other fellow who got it.”

Richard McCulloch, president of 
the United Railways Co., in an ad- 
dress at a City Club luncheon today, 
criticised the “compromise bill” re- 
cently signed by Mayor Kiel as “not 
an ideal ordinance” and suggested 
that a “flexible rate of fare” for 
streetcar rides would be the best 


system for protecting investors in 
the company’s stocks and bonds. 

He reviewed the controversies and 
the mill tax litigation which led to 
‘the drafting of the “compromise” or- 
dinance. Referring to the provision 
in the ordinance that -the capitaliza- 
yore of the company shall be reduced 

o $60,000,000 or to such valuation 
. may be established by the Public 
Service Commission, McCulloch said 

“As a matter of justice and as a 
matter of common sense it is ap- 
parent that the security holders of 
the Railways Company are not going 
to consent to a reduction of the’face 
value of their holdings unless their 
rights under existing franchises are 
recognized. The various objectors to 
this ordinance assume ideal condi- 
} tions, they ignore existing rights and 
propose franchises which no sane in- 
vestor would accept. As a matter of 
fact, under the absolute regulation 


chise, no matter what are its pro- 
visions, is merely a permit on the 
part of the city to operate. What 
is to be operated, how it is to be 
operated and how It is to be financed 
are matters entirely within the con- 
trol of the State Public Service Com- 
mission.

‘has been there five years, is the) 


daughter of Hugo Muench of 3117

of Washington University. They re- 
fused today to say anpthing about 
the impending severance ,of their 
connection with the institute.

Representative Claude 
Kitchin has just sent to a West- 
ern lawyer. Kitchin’s letter 
follows: 
| “My chief protest is that men 

within draft age, with’no mili- 
tary experience and with no 
qualifications as a soldier offi- 
cer, have been and are being 
commissioned in the noncom- 
batant branches. 

“Many such young men have 
succeeded, through some kind of 
influence, in securing commis- 
sions in the ordnance, Quarter- 
master’s, intelligence or some 
other department, for no other 
purpose than to escape service 
~-atthe front. The uniform of the 
-American soldier is being dese- 
crated by its use as a shield for 
slackers. 

“And I further object to the 
real soldier being required to sa- 
lute such noncombatant commis- 
sioned officer.

Among 
those whom I helped_to receive were 
old men and women, some 65 and 70 


‘years of age, and in the same party.

All the adults had been working 
for the Germans under ‘the most ad- 
verse conditions; some in ammuni- 
tion factories, others in the fields. 

“It is seldom. that the Germans 
send anyone back unless he or she 1s 
physically unable to do further work, 
so that virtually all of the 300,000 
French people who have passed 
through Evian were sick ‘and many 
have since died. 

“All havé been made to do the 
hardest. kind of labor and even some 
of the little children had not es- 
caped. Evian is one of the most 
beautiful places I have ever seen. 
The contrast between the beauty of 
the town and the dejected, haggard 
appearance of the returning natives 
is both striking and bhood-stirring. 
Wher they arrive in) the railroad sta- 
tliom at Evian they are met by many 
workers who welcome them back 
to their own country. No relatives 
afe there, because it is not known 
when they will arrive or who is 
being sent back.

RUSSIAN BAND BRINGS 
COALS 10 NEWCASTLE 


Despite Big Repertory, Altschul- 
er’s Musicians Offer Familiar 
Numbers.

HERE needs no ghost, my 
lord, come from the grave 
to tell us this,’”’ remon- 
strated Horatio to one of Hamlet’s 
platitudes. There scarcely needed 
an orchestra to make the trip from 
New York to this city in order to 
present Tschaikowsky’s Fifth Sym- 
phony, Brahm’s Pianoforte Con- 
certo in D Minor anda a medley of al- 
lied national anthems, which. consti- 
tuted most of the program given last 
night, before a small audience at the 
Odeon, by the Russian Symphony 
Orchestra, conducted by Modest Alt- 
schuler. 

This organization, though a very 
competent one, has never pretended 
to be a virtuoso orchestra. It had 
little, if anything, to add to the per- 
of the Tschaikowsky 
Fifth given by the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra, and it could not 
hope to rival, with the St. Louis pi- 

anist, Daniel Jones, as soloist, the 
rendition of the Brahms concerto 
given with the local orchestra last 
season by Harold Bauer.

SCHWAB BEGINS NEW 
TASK WITh OPTIMISM 


Approval and Encouragement 
Need by Workers, Director 
of U. S. Ship Building Says. 


WASHINGTON, April 19 (By A. 
P.).—Charles M. Schwab yesterday 
began hig work as Director-General 
of the Emergency Fleet Corporation, 
with, as he expressed it, ‘“‘optimism, 
enthusiasm and in perfect accord” 
with the Shipping Board and deter- 
mined to give no attention to his 
private enterprises while in the Gov- 
ernment service. 

At the outset, Schwab made known 
where he thinks the responsibility 
of building ships rests: 

“The great burden of this program 
falls on the people in the yards,” he 
declared. “If the ships are built dn

One 
day the general manager asked for 
the day’s output and chalked the fig- 
ures on the floor of the mill where 
all the workmen could see it, with

Next day the figure was 
raised slightly and the upward prog- 
ress continued until the normal pro- 
duction was reached. 

“I’m not here to give orders, but | 
to carry them out,’’ Schwab declared. 
“I know nothing about policy and I 
told Hurley I didn’t want to know 
anything.

Americanization of Aliens. 


.Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


To the United States Bureau of Educa- 
tion the Government has entrusted its 
legitimate task of the Americanization of 
aliens through instruction in the English 


language. This work has been indorsed 
The 


war in which we are engaged has attracted 


attention to a gteat and growing evil. Nat- 
uralization is all too easily obtained by the 
foreigner who comes to America and be- 
comes in a short time a citizen of a free 
republic, Do we properly prepare him for 
this inestimable privilege? The moment 
a!most in which he sets foot on our shores 
we should begin to “Americanize” him by 
requiring him to learn the English lang- 
uage, to speak it and read it. As long as 
he thinks, speaks or perchance reads in 
another tongue, he cannot sympathize with 
the spirit nor share the ideals of our re- 
public, whose future depends on the unj- 


' fication of many peoples from many lands. 


We are just now, withthe advent of war, 
awakening to a knowledge of facts to 
which we have been strangely apathetic. 
We learn from the bulletins of the Bureau 
of Education that there are 13,000,000 for- 
eign-born And 33,000,000 of-foreign origin 
in this country, and “it is estimated that 
5,000,000 foreign-born whites do not speak 
the English language, but instead, over 100 
languageés and dialects.”” ‘Many thousands 
in the army cannot understand orders and 
instructions.” 

What are we doing to teach these peopje 
the English language? Very little, when 
we consider the magnitude of the task in- 
velved. Our Board of Education has some 
night classes for foreign adults in the 
schools, and will continue them through 
the summer. Congress may take action to 
provide a special fund for instruction of the 
alien in the English language, Yet withal 
there is room for private initiative; women 
can be taught in their homes, and artisans 
at their place of employment, if the em- 
ployer will. pay them at the same rate for 
time employed -in learning’ English under 
a paid teacher. Many are too tired to take 
udvantage of night schools. We need money 
and initiative, and the jnitiative will be 
furthcoming if the funds are provided. 

Most St. Louis residents, Mr. Editor, have 
heard of the Mullanphy Fund bequeathed 
by a generous citizen in the early days 
when many immigrants passed through 
this city on their way still further West. 
Those. days are past, and the beneficiaries 
now are few in number, and of simple 
needs; I am informed that there is each 
year a surplus fund. In this time of war 
is there not some purpose to which this. 
could be devoted? Most immigrants new 
instead of passing through St. Louis, r-- 
main and work in our manufactor.es. 
Sbould they not receive the benefit of this 
unused income? In what way could they 
be greatly benefited than gby giving 
them instruction in the English language, 
and thus preparing them for American citi- 
zenship? And such a use of the Mullanphy 
-Fund, with-the changing times, would help 
fulfill the purpose of which it was created.

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TWO CARNEGIE SURVEYS. 

Of four surveys on which the Carnegie Foun- 
dation for the Advancement of Teaching is now 
engaged, two are of special interest. The first 
is an examination into the status of legal edu- 
cation in the United States. 

Similar surveys of medical education contrib- 


uted in no small degree to elimination of many 
inadequately equipped schools, the raising of 
entrance requirements and the establishment of 
higher standards of instruction. The effect on 
the competency of the late medical graduates is 
one of the noteworthy things in the history of 
medicine in this country. Much has also been 
done in recent years to render the law a learned 
profession in fact as well as name. Undoubtedly 
much still remains to be done in the way of point- 
ing out weak places and strengthening curricula. 
This task has been undertaken at the request of 
the American Bar Association. 

The subject of the second survey is the train- 
ing of teachers in Missouri. We may assume 
that the quality of the work done in the State’s 
six normal schools at Cape Girardeau, Kirksville, 
Jefferson City, Maryville, Springfield and War- 
rensburg will come under attentive scrutiny. The 
urgent need of Missouri's rural schools for money 
will be supplied, if the new tax program is car- 
ried through, but their need for better qualified, 
more efficient teachers is an even more diffi- 
cult problem. 

Those who suggested this task to the Foun- 
dation, said to be the Governor of the State and 
100 representative Missouri educators, were guid- 
ed by an intelligent appreciation of the prepara- 
tions Missouri must make for banishing illiteracy 
and winning higher rank for:its educational fa- 
cilities in the years, immediately succeeding the 
war.

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UNEMPLOYED DRAFTED MEN. 

St. Louis young men who have been accepted 
for work in the aviation service and who are 
awaiting calls that have been deferred are com- 
plaining that the delay is working undue hard- 
ship upon them because they have given up their 
jobs and don’t know what to do about finding 
new ones. There seems to be no way of remedy- 
ing their unfortunate predicament at present, but 
for every one of the few in their case there are 
thousands of other youths who are in an even 
worse one. 

The reference is to men in the draft age. Those 
who are out of work find that the fact they are 
Hable to call makes them undesirable to employ- 
ers. They are willing to go to war if summoned 
or to remain at home in any occupation that will 
get them a living. But when one seeks a place 
almost invariably he is told that a permanent 
man is wanted; that, no matter how far down 
his name may be in the order of call, the em- 
ployer does not wish to risk having to replace 
him in a few months. 

It is not easy to blame the employer. Many 
industries, especially those in which a degree of 
technical skill is required, have to carry men at 

an actual loss-during the breaking-in period. If 
his only affected the profit and loss ledger much 
of the force of the excuse would be lost. But 
when it involves dislocations of businesses that 
may be vital towards the winning of the war, it 
is a far more serious matter. 

Nevertheless, it is manifestly unfair to discrim- 
inate against the patriotic youth of draft age, to 
penalize him for no other reason than that he 
may be.called to serve his country. , Apparently 
the difficulty can be solved only by individual ac- 
tion and the solution must be left more to the 
heart than to the head. Every employer who

HIGH TIDE OF PRUSSIANISM, 

To these days the*world hereafter will look back 
as marking the apogee of Prussianism, at home 
as well as in the field. 

With the gathering of its most formidable mil- 
itary force and the waging of the mightiest. bat- 
tles in history, it has trampled down domestic 
and civilian influences that had refused completely 
to be subjugated. Aspirations that had made 
their sway felt from the first found expression in 
the declaration of the Reichstag last July for 
a peace without indemnities and  annexations. 
After Brest-Litovsk, however, and the plundering 
of Russia of a great\fraction of her European ter- 
ritory and more than 50,000,000 of her population, 
the western allies were informed they had for- 
feited any title to peace on the July terms. Now 
the resolution disclaiming ambitions for conquest 
is specifically and arrogantly repudiated by 


Chancellor von Hertling. 


We can picture more vividly at present than 
heretofore the consternation caused to Potsdam 
for many months by events in Vienna. The 
change of rulers- made possible at any time new 
ferments having a likeness to those in Russia, 
which furnished examples and suggestions to 
Austro-Hungarian discontent. In addition, the 
romantic and youthful new ruler was under the 
control of dangerous ideas of progress and hu- 
manity and peace. We may believe that the July 
declaration was addressed to Emperor Charles 
rather than to the allies, who always declined to 
take it seriously, and that it served useful pur- 
poses. 

But ‘peril of dissent in Vienna from Prussian 
aims and objectives is ended, at least for the time 
being, as it is in Berlin, if it ever existed in Ber- 
lin. The new Emperor has been roughly awak- 
ened from his dream of a free and happy Austria, 
unvexed by Prussia, and of an early peace based 
on the conditions to make it long-lasting. He 
faces the realities of impotence in the Potsdam 
net. He has withdrawn his countenance from the 
administrators of liberal tendency he called about 
him to make his reign memorable in its recession 
from reaction. Czernin, of the oppressed Bohe- 
Mian race, has been dismissed. ._ The old reaction-. 
ary gang is back in power. Tisza is again to be 
Premier. Burian returns as Foreign Minister. 

The price, carefully calculated and agreed to 
even by Socialist leaders, for the purchase of a 
peace with the Potsdam label is 1,500,000 lives. 
How many are Austrian lives? Or does the 1,500,- 
000 mean German lives alone, with an appor- 
tioned ratio of Austrian in addition? What gains 
through a military victory supplementing Prus- 
sianism’s political and psychological victory at 
home, can be worth such a price? 

What ruinous bankruptcy, physical as well as 
moral, must crush Germany and its allies, when 
a price so fearful proves insufficient to achieve 
the purchase! 
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A BLOW IN TNE RIGHT PLACE. 

Inspector ‘‘Hank” Weeke struck a blow in He 
right place against cheating by false weights and | 
measures. This was a blow at the manufacturers | 
of such weights and measures. He was able to 
intercept and destroy before their delivery to. 
commission men and others more than a score 
of boxes designed to factlitate the sale of only 
fractional bushels and parts of bushels when pur- 
chasers had pajd for a full measure of commodi- 
ties. 

Suppression of a contemptible fraud proceeds 
only at retail when swindling weights and meas- 
ures are searched for in the hands of dealers. An 
honest scales can be manipulated so as to do a 
work of dishonesty, but a measure of under- 
standard capacity carries with it evidence of a 
deliberate intent to defraud and dealers cannot 
use such a measure unless somebody makes it for 
them. Watch the source of the fraud—the factory 
in which the short measures are made, whose 
owners are accessories. 
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NOTHING COUNTS BUT WAR. 

An Atlanta manufacturer has written a circular 
letter to the salesmen of his firm which contains 
the following advice: 

Talk war! Talk it hard’ Keep it before 
you; put it in your sample case: carry it as-a 
sample. Let it be foremost in every thing ex- 
cept your prayers. Keep your eyes open; and 
should you find anything that is disloyal, as 
an American citizen it is your duty to your 
country as.well as to your self to report same 
to the proper authorities. 

It is good advice not only fer salesmen but for 
everybody else. Whatever business interests any 
man in this country has—any American man, at 
least—his first and most important business in- 
terest is the winning of the war. When every 
American is so obsessed with the idea that no 
other purpose and no other wish can supplant it 
in his mind, we can all quit talking about it.
